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Definition of a Qualified Landowner: 

A “Qualifying Landowner” is an individual that owns or leases farm or ranch land for agricultural 
production, hunting leases do not apply.  A partnership, corporation, or trust may designate one 
partner, officer, shareholder, or beneficiary as the Qualifying Landowner for lands owned by 
such entities. 
 
 

Lands: 

Acreage requirements are based on the residency of the qualifying landowner and not the 
residency of the applicant. 
 
Resident qualifying landowners must own or lease at least 80 acres of farm or ranch land used 

for agricultural purpose.  No more than one permit can be issued per 80 acres of land owned. 

(E.g. 240 acres = maximum of 3 permits). 

Nonresident qualifying landowners must own at least 320 acres of farm or ranch land used for 

agricultural purpose. Leased land does not qualify. No more than one permit can be issued per 

320 acres.  (E.g. 960 acres = maximum of 3 permits). 

 

Immediate Family: 

Immediate family is defined as “the spouse of such person, any child or stepchild of such person 

or of the spouse of such person, any spouse of any such child or stepchild, any grandchild or 

step-grandchild of such person or of the spouse of such person, any spouse of such grandchild 

or step-grandchild, any sibling of such person sharing ownership in the property, and any 

spouse of any such sibling.”   

Immediate family no longer need to live in the household or reside on the property to qualify. 

Landowners may only have one limited landowner permit per species per year and one special 

landowner deer permit per year. 

 

Permits are only valid on the land listed on the permit.   Land leased for hunting or 

recreational purposes does not qualify for a landowner permit.

Note:  If the Qualified Landowner (QLO) does not have an account, one must be created for them.   

For example:  Your mom owns the land, therefore she is the QLO.  She has never purchased a 

permit therefore does not have an account in the system.  An account will need to be created for 

her and the land added to her account.

If you are a leaseholder fill in the number of acres you lease in the Leased Acres field. Select Save.
